quire Into the Charge* of Hunting- 
ton 
The Ban F/aBeiStfo Chronicle gays: "At 


the request of Senator Stanford, an inves- 


" tigation into the charges of neglect of bus- 


iness and connivance,in the misappropria- 
tion of funds, made against him by Collis 
P. Hnntington upon the latter'g election to 
succeed the Senator as President of the 
Southern Pacific, will probably be under- 
taken by the Directors of the company 
this week. Stanford's friends have induced 
him to make this request of the directorate 
so that he mny show, as he saya he can, 
that Huntington'a charges are groundless 
and have bean mado auder a mistaken idea 
as to faota. 


"Huatington doej not say that hia pre- 


decessor himself used the funds of the 
Southern Pacific Company to aid in hia 
election to tho United States Senate, but 
he does state that Stanford «ns a passive 
agent in the matter, and did know, or as 
President o£ the toad should have iknown, 
that the funds of the corporation -score be- 
ing diverted from their proper purposes, 
and were being used as political factors in 
the fight for his election to the (Senate. 
Stanford woe Id not be interviewed on the 
matter of controversy yesterday. He is 
endeavoring to keep cool under the flro di- 
rected against him by bis colleague, and 
man who should know say he needs all his 
powers to withstand the hostility of the 
astute Eastern financier. Huntington has 
expressed himself as favorable to an inves- 
tigation, and that issue may therefore be 
looked for, provided Colonel Crocker, who is 
Stanford's friend, and Messrs. Hnbbard 
and SUllman, the representatives of Mrs. 
Hopkins-Searles, who have been somewhat 
chagrined by Huntington's stataments, do 
not negotiate a peace bstween the two con- 
tending strong men and have them declare 
at least an armistice if not a peace, tt is 
believed by all fr.ends of the road that this 
internal strife can result only in impairing 
the reputation of the corporation, and 
therefore the ardent desire of all interested 
is to have -Hnntington and Stanford shake 
hands nod at least ostensibly bury the 
hatchet.

A Great Storage Reservoir. 


In Honey Lake valley the basin of an 


extinct lake has been turned into a stor- 
age reservoir. The reservoir is a mile 
and a half long by half a mile in width. It 
has as a feeder a Urge canal that tapa 
Susan river, The Lassen Advocate says: 


• "Tho current in the canal is much more 


rapid than one would suppose from the 
level nature of the country through which 
it passes, and for the last quarter of a 
mile it goes with a rush into the lake. 
Where the canal crosses Shady Bun in a 
flume thirty feet iu width a measurement 
of the water flowing through showed it 
three and a half feet deep, yet this big 
stream, pouring into the lake day and 
night, only raises its surface one and a 
halt inches every 2i hours. The men and 
teams ara now employed in covering the 
discharge pipes at the outlet of the lake, 
the tower and head gate being already in 
position and ready for business. 
Thera 


is water enongh in the lake now to irri- 
gate thousands of acres of land, and the 
canal is now used to more than half its 
capacity. Miles and miles of the finest 
land in the world stretches out below it 
waiting for the life-giving flood to be 
turned upon it." The new body of water 
is known as Leavitt lake. The Advocate 
says: "For 15 years Colonel Leavitt has 
made this the pet scheme of bis life, and 
now that it is nearly completed and he 
sees his dreams being realized, he is justly 
proud of it."

First—It crosses the lowest pass in the 


Sinrra Nevada between Tehaohapai Past 
andPiti river. Beokwonrth Pass has. an 
altitnde, according to Lieutenant 'Wheeler 
of 5,193 feet, according to Professor Whit' 
ney 5,327 feet, and .from. a. connected-line 
of levels carried from the C. P. E. B. Bar- 
veys at Beno by our local engineers, 5,220 
feet. The Conner Pass, throngh /which 
the' Central Pacific railroad crosses the 
Sierras, has en altitude of 7,901 feet, 
Webber lake, or Henneas Pass, at the head 
of the Sonth Tuba has an altitude of 7,031 
feet, and the Yaba gap at the head of the 
North Tuba 6,780. Following the divide 
northwesterly from Beckwoarth Pass there 
is no other possible crossing for a railroad 
line until Fredonia Pass is reached. . The 
pass above Milford being 6,000 and the 
Diamond Mountain Pass 6,428 feet high. 
Deer Creek Pass—as we tally explained in 
our last issue—is not in .tho main Sierra, 
bat in a spar about 20 miles to the south- 
west, • Fredonia Pass has an altitnde of 
about 5,500 feet, the country to tho north- 
west through which Eng. Haberehnm car- 
ried" the TJnien Pacific surveys is siill 
higher, and Nobles Pass, seven miles 
northwest of,Dasssn's Bntte between the 
head of Canoe creek on one side and 
Battle creek on the other, has an altitnde 
o£ 5,983 feet. 


Second—This route presents 
one of 


easier grades than any other from the Sum- 
mit of tha Sierras to the Saoramento 
valley. 
Beckwourth Pass 
is 
only 


about fourteen miles west of the State 
line between California and Nevada, and 
is the moat easterly point on the main 
Sierra north of Lake Tahoe. From the 
summit to the valley the descent is contin- 
uous, and consequently there are to lost 
grades, such as would be met with on the 
Deor Creek Pass routa. For a distance of 
nine miles in all two grades of 75 feet to 
tho mile would be encountered; the first 
at tha Delauey canyon between tha Sierra 
va'.ley plateau and Mohawk valley, a. dis- 
tanca of four miles, and another at 'Bald 
Bock canyon, a distance of five miles. On 
the balance of the route the grades would 
yary from a level line to 40 feet to the mile, 
according to tbe judgment of the engineer 
in locating the line. 


Third—There is less snow on this ronte 


than on any other. The Central Pacific 
Company were entirely blocked fora time 
during the past Winter, on' account of the 
great depth of enow. On the Deer Creek 
Pass the snow was over eleven feet deep in 
the Winter of '75 and '76 and that Winter 
WBB Teiy mild compared with the ever 
memorable Winter of '89 and '90. At 
Beckwonrth Pass the deepest snow recorded 
during the past season was three feet, but 
at Mohawk valley which showed the deep- 
est snow on the ronte, it was at one time 
eight feet deep. Bat tha past season was 
unprecedented for deep snow; former severe 
Winters gave a depth of only four feet any 
where on the Middle Fork. 


Fourth—It is the shortest line across the 


Sierras. From Beno to Beokwonrth too 
much northing would have to be made for 
an absolutely perfect line, but with the 
exception of a slight detour at Mohawk 
valley, between the'outlet of Sierra valley 
and Cromberg, at the month of Jackson 
cieek, the line .from Beokwonrth Pass to 
Oroville is very direct. No loss in distance 
would be mot with' to obtain easy grades, 
the locating engineer's transit would point 
in tha direction of the objective point con- 
tinuously.

Fifth—A road-bed on this line would be 


solid and permanent. • The country over 
which this route is outlined ia one entirely 


free from mow or land slides, and though 
the country on the Middle Fork for some 
distance below Nelson Point is rough, and 
in places precipitous it presents no obsta- 
cles to a railroad.engineer, The cost of 
construction on this part of the Jine would 
necessarily be heavy; a solid road-bed with 
a good alignment would be the result 


Sixth—Tho line would paia through a 


country of magnificent resources. Every 
quarter .section of land in Sierra valley if 
already appropriated. This and its contig 
nous valleys ate not surpassed in the 
mountoins for che production of hay, stock, 
butter and cheese, and since the artesian 
wells have proven a success, the raiting of 
or.ts, barley and other hardy cereals has 
become remunerative. At.iho western side 
of Sierra valley 18 miles from the summit 
the first timber is reached, and tbe Una 
passes through a continuous belt of tim- 
ber from that point to the foothills. None 
of this timber is [poor and much of it of 
most excellent quality. Tbe. sugar and 
yellow pine at Mohawk and on the Penman 
ridge is not surpassed anywhere, while the 
immense groves of sugar pine, on the 
Mooretown ridge and the head of Fall river 
are, already furnishing employment for a 
large number of men. The mineral re-
